No, a tennis term isn't what you get sentenced by the tennis 
court for bad behavior (that’s a little joke told to me by Rod 
Laver's other friend who came into the rest room with him one 
afternoon,) But seriously. I would now like to tell you some 
terms that you might hear being thrown around the court. 

Ace—This is a serve hit so hard that your opponent misses it 
and everybody laughs. It's also the name of the guy who 
works the night shift when I'm not around. 

Alley—Mr. Oop s first name. 

Backhand— This is where tennis pros write the telephone

Many people ask me what the 
main goal of tennis is and 1 tell 
them, “Dummy, you're confusing 
tennis with hockey. There are 
no goafs in tennis!" Now. that 
we cleared that up . . 


GOOD WAYS OF 
GETTING POINTS 


There's probably a better title for this section, but if this handbook were aiming solely for quality, 
it r d be written by John MacEnroe Instead of me, 

O.K,, so we've established that you only get points when your opponent is unable to get the 
ball back. Following are several ways pros have told me they best achieve this. 


The game begins with the bait being 
served to the opposing player. 


The opposing player then tries to 
return the ball. 



Play #1 

Hard stroke. . ball returned 


This prevents opponent from 
"‘thinking" about how he'll 
return his next shot. 


#2 The two-shot 


2nd shot Is then hit to the extreme left-hand side of This, however, can be counteracted if opponent makes 
court. every effort to get back to the ball in a hurry. 



DOUBLES 

This is when four 
people are playing 
on the same court.
